Oh bow rich are they who 
can thus meet death, I would not ex- 
change a condition like that for the 
entire world. Her funeral was 
preached in the Baptist church in 
Fredonia by tbe pastor, and laid her 
body in the Fredonia cemetery, to 
await the call of tbe resurection 
morning. Many prayers go up to 
the father that he may guide her 
husband, that she was so devoted to. 
Into the paths of righteousness, and 
that dear little Lucile may live to 
honor God and final? meet mother be- 
yond the skies.

Washington," published by Double 
day. Page & Co., reveals tbe business 
tide of bla life In a manner calculated 
to convince the reader that tbe Father 
of Ilia Country wag a likely hand ut 
a bargain. It required a mighty lively 
rascal to cheat George Washington In 
a business deal. He wus an able 
Judge of men und a severe analyzer of 
motives. Iu a few words be could de 
1 lineate the character of a statesman or 
draw a correct picture of a servunt. 
and he looked after bis servants, both 
employee and slave, from the head 
overseer ou his plantation to the ugli- 
est scullion ln bis kitchen 
Tbe letters mentioned were written 
by Washington to his private secre 
tary, Tobias Ia?ar, a young man from 
New Hampshire, who occupied that 
confidential post during the last six 
teen yeurs of the great rnun'a life.
